While 
soae of the prograas were very goodr a great nuaber of 
the# were very bad, 

Haybe soae exaaples will help illustrate ay point, 
for the C64, you vould probably feel as if you wasted your 
loney if you bought Tag Teaa Urestling or Breakthru by 
Data East. They also did horrible versions of Karate 
Cha#p and Karate Master for the Apple, and Cotiando for 
the IBM. Be happy that Accolade has not released Psi 5 
Trading Coapany, or Desert Fox for the Atari. I would add 
Super Cycler Sub Sattle, and Horld’s Greatest Football by 
Epyxi Ultiaate Wizard by Electronic Arts, Quake Minus One» 
Lords Of Midnighti and all of the horrible text adventures 
by Mindscape to any 1ist of bad prograas. Star Trek by 
Siaon and Shusteri 6FL Football, Heb Diaension, and 
Titantic by Activision, and «any of the Avalon Hill, 
Cosai, and Artvorx Software are bad. Be happy you are 
using the Atari version of Paperclip, or that you don’t 
have to choose aaong fast load Cartridges for your Atari. 

Of course this doesn’t »ean that all of the Software 
for other coaputers is bad. I would love to see Atari 
versions of Gunship or Pirates by Microprose, Defender Gf 
The Crown by Mindscape, or aany of the excellent prograas 
by Electronic Arts.

MicroMod 3.0 by MicroMod Software

This is a very good piece of Software for a small 
business that owns an Atari Computer for such 
things as word Processing. This would by a good 
program for an attomey who wants to do such things 
as time billing, or a small störe that has one Atari 
set-up as a cash 

egister and another set-up in the of the störe for the 
bookkeeping Station. This program is set-up at a 
remote location for invoicing, with the remote disk 
taken to the main Station for updating. These 
invoices will be Consolidated to a Statement, which 
can show which individual invoices were paid and 
when. This will then adjust the inventory to show 


what items were soid. Thgre is also a Provision for 
items which are either delivered or scheduled for 
deiivery. Then, periodicaliy when an actual inventory 
iS taken, the program will print out a listing showing 
what it thinks is in inventory against the Computer 
tisting and then adjust the listing so that the 
Computer listing-is correct. When requested, the 
Computer wiii show any discrepancies in the actual 
inventory and the computer’s projected, and will 
print out the differences. Then it you want a cost oi 
goods sold Statement it will print one out. However. 
you have to set-up the account listing by caliing the 
necessary accounts using the spreadsheet program. 

I think this is one of the best small business 
System designed for the Atari Computer. The 
backbone of the program is the dated records 
handling. Through this feature, the program can do 
all the other things that I have told you about. If any 
of you have a small business and use the Atari for 
any of your business needs, then you might give this 
piece of Software a Chance. I was sorry to hear that 
they were raising the price to $149.95, but when you 
compare the suggested price of SynCalc, SynFile +, 
and AtariWriter +, it is close to $150.00 or more. 
Their word processor has a speiiing checker 
included like AtariWriter +. This will also include 
what they call a cookbook approach to setting the 
program up and ! think this would be a good 
improvement. Presently a weak point is the difficuity 
in setting up the program. 

Finaily, the best version of the program is 
SpartaDos because it has the largest records 
handiing capacity for any of the following areas: 
payments/records, addresses, invoices, and 
inventory, However, you must have a copy of 
SpartaDos to have the other fiies necessary like 
X1N1T, XCOPY, and the other fiies included in the 
Construction Set. Also, you have the 
documentation on how the DOS works, which 
MicroMiser does not cover in depfh. The 
program has been updafed to work with a hard 
drive or the new MIO box that IDC has introcuced. 

This program is good, but at the new higher 
price, I am !eery of how well it will seil, but it was 
not my marketing decisior» to raise the price. li 
will still seiifor the IBM. I hope that they are 
successful at marketing this Software because 
this could give the Atari a good apptication program 
for the small business. The only problem is that 
the manufacturer is not marketing this through 
Atari dealers, because they are concerned with 
pirating. ! think this may be a mistake because the 
dealers can seil the program betler by 
demonstrating its features to the potential users. !f I 
had not taken advantage of the demo disk for 
$5.00, I might not have pursued the program 
any further. Also, I am pleased to say how 
MicroMiser has continued to Upgrade the program 
for the original price of $39.95. They have 
supported their Customers very weil.

What has been the biggest drawbeck to Pub- 
lishing Partner, in its first half-year of ex- 
istence? Why, the lack of Fonts, of course! Only 
one Font could be printed out with the original 
package, and a second ’pfV (Normal) was 
incftjded with the version 1.01 printer drivers. 
Thal Situation is, however, beginning to change. 
For lhe brave of heart, there is the font editor 
(on ST disk # 09). Severai fonts have or will make 
their way into public domain: others will be 
available for purchase. If you have access to a 
PostScript (PS) lasfcr Printer, take note of the fact 
that there mav be a difference in avauabüity for 
PS fonts, versus dot-metrix 'prlnter' font9. For 
the DM fonts, ths following fonts are/will be 
available from Soft-Logik:

Electronic Mail (Eaail) is for private aessages« but 
the Message Tree is for public discussions, questions, 
advertiseaents» and auch aore. The Message Tree is 
probably the aost confusing part of the BBS for first-tiae 
users, also. You get to the Message Area by typing "11" 
froa the Main Henu prompt. Froa here, you can read 
»essages lineariy with the (R) coaaand, or just read the 
new aessages (that is, the aessages you haven’t read 
already) with the (N) coaaand. Typing *5* froa the Main 
Menu is the saae as typing "N a fro* the Message Area; i.t’s 
a (Q)uick way to read the new aessages as soon as you log 
onto the BBS. 

To actually use the tree to find or post about a 
topic of interest, you aust type nusbsrs. As an exaaple, 
let's suppose you vant to teil people about the super new 
vord processor (Deluxe WriteltAU) that you just bought 
for your Atari S5XE. First, you type "H" froa the Main 
Menu. You are brought to the Message Area, and the Top of 
the Tree is shovn. See the list of branches, each with a 
nuaber in front of it?

function key teils the coaputer that the choice in inverse 
video is the choice you wish to perfora. Holding the 
tOPTION] function key will change the seiection choice 
continuously and juap to the first choice after the bottoa 
has been reached. 

After ISELECTling the subprograa you wish to perfors, 
window C21» the INFQRKATIQN window, becoaes the active 
window displaying input and output inforaation about the 
subprograa you chose. Because no input is required by the 
user, no further expanation is needed tbout this window. 

Window 13] becoats active as soon as the INFORMATION 
window finishes displaying its inforsation, This window 
is the INPUT DATA window. Each input is trapped to avoid 
prograa crashes. 

Window 141 is the RESULT window. This is vhere the 
resutts are displayed. This window becoats active as soon 
as the input is finished. 

Window C5T is the WHERE TO NO«? window. Again by using 
the tSELECTl and [OPTION] function keys, you can either go 
back to the SELECTION window and start a new subprograa» 
or you can go back to the INPUT DATA window and re-worlt 
the saae subprograa. 

There are soae liaitations of the V; device I did not 
knov how to overcoae. First, as expiained by Nr. ßrannon 
in the VIDEO 80 article» "no fancy Cursor Controls here - 
backspace is the only editing key. The Cursor appears 
only during INPUT." Th» problea being, I do not like 
relinquishing control over to BASIC for keyboard input, 
which is what happens with the INPUT stateaent. A SET 
input routine could be developed but the V: device would 
still not support the editting keys. (Even backspace would 
be gone with a SET routine.) Second, the RESULT window 
aust be redravn when printing to it because the box 
outline is reaoved with the Corners defined as they are, 
Playing with the size of the window showed that the best 
solution was to siaply redraw the RESULT window as opposed 
to leave part of it bianked out. You will see what I aean 
when you use this prograa. 

There you have it. An application for the VIDEO 80 
prograa. 1 hope you find FINAIO useful.

Co««on Questions and Answers about FLASH terminal 

progrä*. 

1. I have a touch tone 11 ne. How do I teil FLASH to 
dial using touchtone? 

Answer: Go to the senu-bar and select DEAL DIRECTORY 
fro« the ED1T section, Click on the button that says 
'ALTER 5ETTIN6S' and change the Prefixto ATflT. Then hit 
return to exit the dialog and select SAVE fros the FILE 
section. Hhen the File Selection dialog box appearsi 
dick on'Configuration" and save the configuration as the 
default nane FLASH.CNF. This aakes sure that the dialer 
prefix will stay as ATDT the next tine FLASHis run. 

2. 1'* trying to upload a nessage to CoapuServe 
using Ascii upload but the text appears scraabled and 
there are aissing characters. 

► 


Answer: Change the ASCII upload setting to set 
HETERINS on. If you are using the SI6 editor that gires 
you line nuebers, then set PRGNPTINS on and enter V as 
the prompt character. 

3. All of a sudden the Cursor is aoving on the 
screen, but 2 can't see any text being displayed. Hhai’s 
happened and vhat can I do to fix it? 

Answer: Line noise has resulted in FLASH being senk 
an escape sequence that has changed the text color to the 
white. The saie error can cause text and background 
colors to becoae reversed. If you are using a color 
»onitor then you #ay see stränge conbinations of text and 
background color (e.g. red text on a black background). 
The solution is to use the MODE couand to reset the 
terminal emulation »ode. Press on ALT-H and hit enter. 
This will reset the colors to their default values vhile 
leaving the terminal eaulation type unchanged. 

4. Hhile uploading or downloading a file using 
laodea I see error aessages on the bottoa line of the 
screen. Does this aean the file transfer was bad? 

Answer: Xaodea is very good at recovering froa 
errors due to line noise and it's guite noraal to see 
occasional error aessages such as Checksua error or Sector 
nuaber error. If a fatal error occurs» FLASH will always 
put a aessage on the bottoa of the screen vhich indudes 
the phrase ’laode» Aborted’. ln addition« the other 
coaputer will usually realize that a fatal error occurred 
and also display an error aessage, FLASH will typically 
try at least ten tiaes to send/recieve each block of the 
file before giving up, 

5. How do I edit the FLASH DO files? 

Answer: Siaple! Just load thea into the FLASH 
capture buffer and edit thea in place; then save thea back 
to disk. To eabed control Codes in a DQfile, siaply hold 
down the control key and press the appropriate key» 
(e.g.control-C shows up as an arrow facing right), To 
load a file into the FLASH capture buffer, select LDAO 

froa the FILE heading of the senu bar and select CAPTURE 
froa the dialog box that appears. To save the entire 
capture buffer, select SAVE froa the FILE heading of the 
«enu bar and dick on the CAPTURE box. You can save just 
i pari of the capture buffer by aarking. out a block and 
saving it, The block coaaands are all under ehe 3LSCX 
heading of the aenu bar, If you uant to load in a DO file 
for editing uithout Clearing out all the other text in the 
capture buffer, select MER6E fro« the FILE heading of the

The 
raft indicators (80,96,136) - glows green to indicate the 
uaber of characters per line when the printer is in the 
raft «ode.fset by the Mode key).

If you are anything like ae, you have about 2000 
prograas with docuaentation stored in 20 or so binders. 
Ever since 1 bought a coaputer in 1983, 1 have becoae 
rather ordered and logical in ay thinking, Mithin 
aoaents, I can put ay hands on the necessary docuaentation 
because I have logitally stored the inforaation. Makes 
sense! 

Now that l’a logical, l’ve discovered that I'a also 
lazy. It's an effort to stand up and get the binder down 
froa the top shelf just to run one little prograa that I 
downloaded froa Coapuserve. 


Usually that docuaentation is just a page or two so I 
set up an Atariwriter file called DI5KD0C. D1SKDDC is a 
pre-foraatted file to which I append the docuaentation. I 
use the following settings and print out a strip of 
Condensed font that folds up and fits right in the disk 
envelope. Whenever I run the file, the docuaentation is

I 'VE GOT THE POWER 

Kenneth J. Pietrucha - JACS 


If you have followed any of ay previous raabiings« 
then you already know of »y Obsession with calcuiating 
large nuabers. It gives ae great pleasure to read that Pi 
has been extended to u»pty-u«pt deciaal places, or that a 
new prine nu»ber has been discovered. 

Keeping this in aind, you can iaagine how 
disappointed I was vhen I tried to calculate large nuabers 
on ny coiputer. First of all, it caae as quite a shock to 
find that 2 to the tenth power caae out as 1023.99397 and 
not 1024. The second disappointaent was to discover that> 


the highest power of 2 that I could print without going 
into scientific notation was 2 to the 33 rd. power. I 
think what alaost did ae in was to find that 2 to the 
33rd. power calcuiated on ay coaputer was 8589934641, 
while ay pocket calculator returned the aore accuate 
ansver of 3589934592. Even if 1 could accept scientific 
notation, ay pocket calculator would only go to 2 to the 
332 nd, power, slightly higher than I could obtain on ay 
coaputer. 

What I uanted was to see all the digits of 2 to the 
332nd. power,all 100 of the». Iwanted to be able to 
calculate nuabers larger than ay calculator or coaputer 
was capabi« of and to do it with 1002 accuracy. 

All this happened a few years ago. I refused any 
fora of therapy and have since learned to squeeze aany 
large nuabers froa ay aachine. 

The progra« contained in this artide was written by 
»e and used to calculate powers of 2 large enough that the 
results can not be verified by a calculator. I instructed 
the coaputer to calculate and vhen it reached 2 to the 
lOOOth. power to turn on the printer -and print the 
results. It took alaost two and one half hours of 
calculation on ay Atari 800. The result was a nuaber with 
332 digits. It begins with the digits 107 and ends with 
the digits 376. 

A sort of seif checking is built into a run of powers 
of two. All the units digits repeat in a cyde of 
2,4,8,6. If I had an error any place in the calculation, 
the pattern would be broken. 

This was a preliainary run to check out the prograa 
and that is why I stopped it at the lOOOth. power. Ny 
next assault will be to calculate 2 to the 132,049th. 
power and then subtract 1. The result should be a 39,751 
digit priae nuaber. It is estiaated that it will take 
soaewhere betveen five and seven days of calculation. 

The largest nuaber I have printed out to date, is the 
2662 digit deciial äquivalent of the fraction 1/14641, 
This calculation took only a satter of »inutes. The 
prograa was a coaputer version of long division. 

Coaputers have given aatheaaticians the irrepressibie 
urge to expolore very large nuabers. The yaiue of Pi is 
already knovn to over sixteen aillion places. Such 
cakulations are quite coaaon and rarely take sore than a 

day or so. Soaetiaes the calculation of Pi is used to 
check out new, super coaputers. 

Harvey Nelson of Lawrence Liveraore National Labs has 
calcuiated one aillion factorial (1,000,000 x 999,999 x 
999,998 x ...), a nuaber consisting of 5,565,709 digits. 

Even at 5.5 aillion digits this is considered a saall 
nuaber in the reala of aatheaaiics. ln 1940, Kasner and 
Newaan introduced the tera ‘googoi* in their book 
Natheaatics and the Iaaaination . This tera was aeant to 
describe the nuaber 1 followed by one hundred zeros, or 
ten to the one hundred power. In Aaerican noiendature, 
the "googoi 1 can best be described as ’ten 
duotrigintillion". 
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Th* concept of th* 'googol* was further expanded to 
th* "googolplex 1 , a 1 followed by a googol of zeros. This 
nuaber is so larg# P it literally can not b* «ritten out, 
1t was best described by Isaac Asiiov in his book Asiaov 
an HaifeiLi » Th* "googolplex" is so larg* that "you could 
not writ* th* nuaber on th* entire surface of the earth if 
you »ade each 2*ro no larger than an atos." It is «quäl 
to a trillion, trillion, repeating th* word trillion one 
trillion tiaes. 

A r*c*nt artid* in Parad« Magazine for Nay 31 r 1987 
givts th« foliowing infonation on counting large nuabers 
at a rat* of one per second. Although it takes only about 
seventeen ainutes to count to a thousandt it wouid take 
fuelv« days to count to a Million. A bi 11ion wouid take 
32 years, whil* a trillion docks in at 32,000 y*ars, 

«ith conputers getting larger and faster each year, I 
look forvard to aany years of calculating larger and 
larger nuabers,

Look at the progra» listing. Between Unes 20 and 50 
I set aside one thousand piaces and then set each equal to 
zero (actually I only used three hundred two piaces when I 
ran the progra»). I started with the nuaber 1 in 1ine 60 
and started to double the nuaber repeatedly. Line 100 is ► 


«her* the nuaber is doubled one digit at a tise and the 
carry froa suas greater than ten are added in. The whole 
doubling procedure then becoaes only a siaple process of 
addition. Line 75 pokes the screen off to speed up the 
cakulation process. If you hold any special function key 
down long enough, llne 77 will turn the screen on 
teaporarily so you can see how far you got in the 
cakulation. Lastly I used a poke in 1 ine 165 to turn on 
the printer when I reached the 1000 th. pover of 2 (this 
poke only works on the 800, the KL/KE series use another 
location). You can drop this line if you don't want a 
print out of the results. 


The Mysterious .TTP Program 
(01987 by Dan Rhea 

via R. Kovacs - JACS 


One of the uore troublesote and uisunderstood 
features on the ST coaputer for the novice and expert 
ilike is the .TTP prograu. Currently there is souething 
of a revolution going on in the Hicro-conputer industry 
concerning the user Interface the Operation systeu of a 
given uachine uses. They tend to fall into two types. 
The 8raphlchs/!con Interface and the Conaand line 
interface. 

The graphics/Icon interface you should be very mre 
of. One good exauple of one is GEH. Another is the one 
the Haeintosh uses, and even the Auiga. As nice as these 
systeas are, and as easy as they are to learn, they do 
have several disadvantages. One of these is, it’s hard to 
provide inforaation, options and data to these prograas 
uithout rather sophisticated user interfaces, such as file 
selectors, dialog boxes, Windows, and so on. These 
interfaces have the additional disadvantage (except in 
rare cases), of being very non-transportable froa aachine 
to aachine. The other disadvantage in this type of 
interface is the difficultly in autoaating repetitive 
operations. 

Th# other interface, is of course, the coaaand line 
oriented interface. This is used by systeas such as 
WS-DOSr CP/M, UNIX and aany other operating systeas. The 
disadvantages her* are that the coaaand' syntax can be 
extreaely yerbose. If I want to copy a file froa one 
directory to another, rather than picking it up with a 
aouse and dropping in it*5 neu hoae r I'a forced to typing 
soaething Sike this: 

A> COPY A:/yORK/USER/SOURCE/TEST.C 
B:/DEV5YS/CC/CS0l)RCE/T£ST.C 

The adyantage to this systea is that had I wanted to 
copy all the files that ended in .C I could have entered 
I.C in place of SOURCE.C and any nutber of files could 
hav« been copied. One of the other nice features of this 
type of interface is that you can group coanands that you 
tend to use repetitively into a coaaand or script file 
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that can be invoked siaply by typing its naae. The last 
nie» thing about this sort of interface is that aost of 
the« allov you to use what is called I/O re-direction. 
This is where the output that vouid rtoraally go to your 
screen could be sent to a file for further Processing. 

Not to bad eh? Mi sh vt could do it too doa’t you? 
C’ion adiit it. UsiI, ycu esu! And you lusd not look 
any farther than the .TTP feature provided by TOS. TTP 
ictuaily itandi fori 'Tot Tikei Pimeters'. Zn Stapler 
tarn, t coMind Um intirfict! 8««t it vu thtrt »U 
the tiae. Just like the Aaiga uith its CU« ve Have our 

own coaproaise in TTP. One thing you need to understand 
though« is that TTP is not a coaplete coaiand line 
interface« but it it enough that it givtt us 
coapatibility with literally thousands of prograss that 
use a coanand line interface. AU these prograis neeti in 
aost cases is to be re-co«pi!ed and re-linked on the STj 
and they run just like they did on the aachine they were 
«ritten on. 

in brief« TTP »ill aliov you to pass paraaeters 
(filenaaes and options), into a prograa and re-direct I/O 
froa a prograa. It does not« unfortunatety« handle 
expansions of vildcards. Tor that you need one of the 
several avaiiable tools for the ST like David Beckeaeyers 
Micro C-Shell or MT C-Shell or one of the several fine 
Public Ooaain coaaand Shells that are avaiiable for the 
ST. 


Nov for a live (veil sort of live)« deaonstration of 
vhat Pa talking about. The folloving prograa is one I 
vrote that 1 currently have running on 5 different 
coaputers on nearly as aany different operating systeas. 

1 vas able to get this prograa to run on the ST vith the 
siaple addition of one Option. The Option keeps the 
prograa froa returning directly back to the desktop once 
it has coapleted. It vill also illustrate the use of the 
C constructs arge and argv in Processing arguaents 
presented to us via the coaaand line. In the case of TTP 
that is the line in the Open Application dialog box. 

This prograa hasically counts all the lines» 
characters, and vords in a file or a set of flies; and if 
■ore than one file is processed it produces total 
ststistics. This can be handy for progranaers or writers 

vho vouid like to keep track of their productivity (or 
lack of saae), The prograa is highly aodified but is 
based on the prograa WC by Brian Kerninghsn and P.J. 
Plauger in their book: Software Tools, Addison Wesley, 
1376. The hirthplace of such tools as CAT, DIFF, SREP, 
LPR« MORE and so on, 

KGUNT count lines, vords and chars with/vithout 
nevlines in files supplied via coaaand line, and produce 
an individual file and total of all files report. The 
prograa is a aodification of the MC prograa by Kerninghan 
and Ritchie. It is by Dan Rhea, and it is in the Public 
Doaain. *

Then, one day in öctober tor was it 
November?) of last year, I received a 
call froa the then-President of our 
club, Joe Kennedy. 'Hould you like 
to be our new SysOp?* “Sure," I said, 
*why not?“ Should’ve known... 

You see, I’a a College Student, and 
running a Bulletin Board Systea for a 
large Organization out of a doraitory 
rooa siaply doesn’t work, especially 
when one has tvo roonaates, only one 






phone Iine, and a phone nunber that 
vil1 change every May.

At about the sase tise, a decision 
was »ade to use one of the dub’s 
16-bit aachines to run the SB5« in 
the hope of providing a faster» nore 
powerful syste* to the users. This 
»eant a search for Software, as the 
STs have not been around as long as 
the B-bitters, and the rang« of BBS 
Software to choose fron is liiited. 

An ad in the Deceaber *86 issue of 
Analog »agazine intrigued ae» and I 
gave Suantua fficrosysteas, !nc. a 
call regarding their new ’BB/ST' 
Software. It turned out that I was 
one of the first to inquire, and the 
JACS BBS becaae the very first end- 
user beta-test site for BB/ST. Only 
one probten now reaained. How was i» 
attending Rutgers University New 
Jersey, to regularly call the new BBS 
in Roselle without draining ny bank 
account to pay long-distance charges? 

The anazing PC Pursuit Service cane 
to the rescue here. 

The systen was put on-line in 
aid-January of this year, running 
BB/ST Version 1.00 on a 520ST with 
one sinqle-sided drive and a Hayes 
Snartaoden 1200. Sary and I were> 
soon joined by JACS 16-bit Vice 
President To* Shoosnith, who brought 
his ST expertise and conputer 
progranning know how to the tean of 
SysOps. Together, we weathered the 
first few rough »onths of systen 
crashes and bug fixes to the sti11- 
developing Software. 

Today, BB/ST is in Version 1.03, and 
is beconing very well-behaved. An 
SH204 20-negabyte hard drive has been 
added to the systen, and the nunber 
of »essages, callers, and download 
fites increases daily. Thanks are 
due to the JACG Executive Board for p- 


having the faiih to invest club funds 
in this new, ST-based venture, and 
especially to Gary Gorski and Ton 
Shoossith, for the aany long hours 
that they spend attending to the 
systen. üithout people iike thea, a 
cosputer Bulletin 3oard cannot 
survive.
